McCloud died at his 
home near Marlinton September 23, 
1921, of organic heart trouble. He 
had been In good health. When lie 
went to bed he said he had a slight 
pain In Ills breast, but he went to 
sleep and slept until about two 
o'clock when he made a slight noise 
which aroused Ills wife. She called 
him but he did not answer; she be¬ 
came frightened and awoke the eld¬ 
est daughter and they did everything 
they could think of but could not 
arouse him. lie never got his breath 
after his wife first heard him, nor 
awoke out of sleep nor struggled or 
made a move, but was gone in the 
twl nkllng of an eye. 

He was born near Cloverllck Feb¬ 
ruary 23, 1864, and died September 
23, 1921. aged 57 years and 7 months. 
He Is the son of Stephen and Nancy 
McCloud. Ills brothers are Clark 
McCloud and Jim McCloud; his sister 
is Mrs. Jim Bird - 
He was married to Mary Irvine to 
whom were bom tvelve children— 
BernariL of Ohio; Mr*. Virglj G »b- 
bert, Spring Creek; Eiwxrd Sixty 
Fork; Mrs. Mamie Dilley, Adrian; 
George, of Warwick, and seven un¬ 
married—Eva, John. Lena, Grace, 
Goldie Norman and Jessie.
